their rilles and side arms they would 
receive no personal injury.

der down the Bliaft, which also ex- 
ploded, lulling all in it. Not more than 
:iOO yards from the .Strong shaft house 
sixteen men, who had been engaged to 
go to work in the Independence mine, 
were surrounded in their bunkhouso 
and after a long parley agreed to sur- 
render. Each one was armed with a 
rifle and brace of revolvers, tho arms 
now iMiing in the possession of the 
strikers, it is rumored that the strik- 
ers attacked tlio Ann Lee mine, over- 
powering tlie guards, after which they 
blew up the shaft house, but the rumor 
has not been verlllcd. When the depu- 
ties are I'm ally massed, and tho two 
forces come together, u most desperate 
hatlle will doubtless be fought.

The Eiamincr of recent date con- 


tained a rather interesting editorial on 
the effect of the general decline in prices 
upon wheat growiac, the tendency of 
which was to prove that the production 
ol wheat has not actually been rendered 
unproBtable by such decline. In the 
course of the editorial referred to it in- 
troduces with the following paragraph a 
letter from a wheat grower of Minne- 
Bota: 


The farmers have rightly objected to 


the great decline ol the prices of then- 
product, but they are not so badly off 
as their politicians try to make them 
think, or as the tables of declining prices 
would suggest. A corresiiondent of an 
agricultural journal writes a vigorous 
letter from Minnesota to show that in 
spite of 60-cent wheat the farmer is bet- 
ter off than ever. He says: 


If wheat cannot be raised at a profit 
at 50 cents now, then we did not raise 
it at a profit when it was above $1.50 a 
bushel. 1 can buy aa many pounds of 
groceries with a bushel ol wheat as 1 
eonM in the jiities. I can buy ten or 
twelve poondB of augar with a bushel of 
vheat; we Med to get eight or ten 
ponndflWhea wheat was above $!.£). >I 
can bur MrOntjr pounds of fence wire 
with m bwhel of wheat now; in 1878 it 
took newly two bushels to buy twenty 
pounds. In those good times when 
wheat was above the <1.2o mark a 
bushel would buy from three to sn 
yards ol sheeting, now it will buy from 
three to ten yards. In 1880 a mower 
and binder would have cost me 400 
bushels of wheat, now / can pet both 
for 300 ImehelB. 
1 can get a« many 


pounds, yard« or bushels ol anything as 
I did when all things were from three 
to lour timwaa high. The assumption 
that price ie the measnre ol profit falls 
to thegronnd. 
We have been dealing with falling 


markets with one exception, and that 
exception is labor. 
We are paying

season to a hired man or twelve hruhchi 
of wheat a month. From 1803 to 1876 
the rate change,! slowly from twelve to 
fifteen bushel, a month. In 1870 farm 
labor coat me sixteen bushels a month;

HIGH 
SCHOOL DEBATE 


LITERATURE AND SCIENCE WERE 


DISCUSSED. 


Which Uuu Done Move to Elevate 


Mankind?—An InturvstiMic 


Argument. 


Yesterday tho Fresno high school 


istened to a debate which hua not been 
urpasHcd in'any respect by any gradu- 
ting class of a high school. The. dc- 
laters dislinguished themselves and arc 
an honor to our high school and its 
teachers. Ono of Uio feaMireg of the 
Fresno high school is the great amount 


essay-writing required, which is the 


beat practice for tho young people. The 
oITuct ot this was sboM'ii remarkably in 
yesterday's debate. 


The question for debate was, " lias 


literature done more than science for 
the elevation of mankind?" Professor 
Heaton was elected judge for the de- 
baters. 


The first speaker for the iilllrmative 


ivas Silas Gels, who defined science as 
the name of such portions of human 
knowledge as is more or less general- 
ized, systemi/.ed and verified. Litera- 
ture is recorded knowledge, thought or 
feeling, including everything wliich is 
written in letters, etc. 
The progress of 


science has been made directly through 
aiid dependent upon literature. With- 
out literature each discovery would have 
perished with thu agu that made it. 


Science has supplied man with many 


of his needs, while literature has ele- 
vated his character. 
Science teaches 


us that we are a little above the brutes ; 
the Bible, representative of literature, 
tells us that God created ue "a little 
lower than his angels." Which inspires 
ua with tho noblert bought? Literature 
is the expression of a superior mind in 
writing. Such being its nature, it is 
plainly the most powerful instrument 
in u-xulting the character and forming a 
better race of men. Literature is the 
nurse of genius. 


Mr. Geis spoke of the inestimable 


value of the poetry of antiquity and of 
its good effect upon man. Without the 
artificial help of literature the human 
memory eoon dissipates or corrupts the 
ideas iLtruuted to her charge, and the 
nobler faculties of the mind gradually 
forget their powers. 


Following Mr. Gcis, Frank F. Ellis 


opened for the negative or science side. 
Mr. Kills gave a brief history of the 
earth in its earliest stages, basing bis 
itory upon the nebular hypothesis, a 
great, and almost universally accepted 
Buiuntilic theory. He, dealt with litera- 
ture and science as characters. Litera- 
ture was much the elder, graceful, hold, 
impetuous, sympathetic with the divine 
ind beautiful, fond of the pomp and 
ihow of court life and very much ad- 
dicted to flattery. Science was quiet 
and reserved, cured little lor pon-omd 
advancement, but was continually try- 
ing I-) put na'.iire ami her laws in their 
true light. 


Lile.iatnre, in order to dishearten and 


...iltdne. the spirit of science, started 
superstition and mythology. The Jtiljle 
increaitcd the power of superstition, and 
what was war hiiforw, now was joined 
with nil th« borrorn of religious perse- 
cution. The literature of Home rose 
tun! fell with that mi lion, while, during 
lliu -.-amu Union, science advanced, Man 
IIUK undoubtedly be.cn elevated but lit- 
erature has surely done little of it. 
Science spreads contentment and haji- 
pinutis over tin; world, which is con- 
ducive to elevation of mankind. 


Miss Maggie Slorcr contended that 


science appeals only to one part of the 
mind—the intellectual, while literature 
is a collective body of all literary pro- 
duction:* embracing the entire results of 
knowledge and fancy. The best purt of 
man, his moral and spiritual nature, it*, 
and always has been, reached and ele- 
vated by the products of the world's 
greatest authora. 
In Sir Walter Seott's novels, tlie real 


and ideal are used and turned to jrood 
account in precept, and example. Have 
the grandest results of science ever ele- 
vated the thoughts and feelings- of, a 
people? The foremost statesmen today 
arc m«nodettern~Gladstone, Ilismarck, 
William Kvarts nnd others. 


Literature presents the liven of men— 


noble lives, which incite to higher n'nna 
and nobler deuds. Science gives no i 
sninition for a noblo life, does not ii 
citt; to anything hut the nee and i 
crease of mental faculties. 
Literature 


haa tho power to uplift by hringing us 
together, and making of the world a 
home. There is some literature whii:! 
works evil results, but taking literatim 
us a whole, down through the history of 
the world, it, has elevated mankind 
more than science, has. 


Levi Dana read r.u excellent paper for 


the negative. Science alone has 
changed uiviii/.aiion, but \\itli its au 
soric.4, ami oim of them literature, has 
changed it. 
Air. Ifcuia contended that 


we should not consider the highest liter- 
ature alone, Iml everything, the lowest 
of which certainly has a deleleriou 
elfcct, on mankind. What has htiei 
greater than some of the inventions ii 
eeieiice—<!aiili'u's invention of the pt-n- 
duliim, Morse's telegraph,discoverii-s in 
chemistry, medicine, etc. 


Science irivcri us an understanding of 


the natural and moral forces; the only 
method of improving intellectual nature 
is by instilling into the mind the prin- 
ciples of mute ami effect and the abso- 
luteness of the natural hiws of the uni- 
verse. With the progress of science, 
man 13 broimlit into closer communion 
with nature. With tho advancement 
of learning and the extensive lit 
opened up by science, literature, re- 
ceiving iu lite from science, lias had 
abundant opportunity for purifying and 
directing Uic moral tone of every civil- 
ized people. Much literature of the 
lower sort It-ads to lawlessness and 
crime. 
Literature, liV.c the fcnsitive rose, 


shrinks upon close examination; it has 
a whimsical anil fictitious tendency Unit 
science is every tij'ing to supplant by the 
true and noble 


Mies May Pierce followed with an ox 


cellcnt essay. It is time that ecience, 
which is the child of literature, brought 
forth the printing press, but literature 
first made thu demand ami did its part 
in bringing the press into active exist- 
ence. Friendships, formed through lit- 
erature with noble men and women, 
tjl.imulatu us to higher 
and 
nobler 


achievements. 
Take away literature 


from the world, and the vast educating 
power of the school and tlie college 
would cease to exist. 


Mrs. Htovve's "Uncle Tom's Cabin" 


stirred this vast nation to itsuprofoimd- 
est depths. Miss Pierce referred to Hie 
effect of other authors upon mankind, 
vi/,.: Shakespeare, Hugo, Scott anil 
others innumerable. Science doe.i not 
nppiul to the heart's tender sympathies, 
nor are the higher uspinuiuiut iift'-r 
spiritual truths recognized. H is true 
that suiviice baa done much in the 
"brilliant realm of thought;" we wmild 
not take a leaf from its glittormgerown, 
but it (loos not stoop to lift burdens from 
the oppressed or wipe tears from the 
eyes of the sorrowing. 


Stokely Williams laid great etn-FS 


npon tho benefits that mankind baa re- 
ceived from inventions such 
»a the 


printing press, the steam engine, tele- 
graph, telephone, etc. 
lie contended 


that tliis bad brought man oni from his 
savaire stale. The triumphs of t<c.ieiire 
are far ahead of literature, and the 
works of all authors would now be 
locked up in a very few written niann- 
ficripta if tho printing press, as a rear.lt 
of science, had not made it possible, for 
people of all classes to be bunclited by 
them. 


Professor Hetiton wished to under- 


stand a few points a little dearer before 
deciding the question, nnd next Tues- 
day morning will listen to argument on 
those points.

resolutions passed by the Athletic club 
nt its meeting on Thureihiy night are

that it was not a day of sport and 
mem'-miiKing, but one sacred to the 
memory of our noble dead who freely

This was the object of establishing 


Memorial Day, and for several years 
after it was declared* national holiday 
was so observed, (it late the day has 
degenerated into one of junketing and 
jollification, contrary to the spirit of the 
law that made it a legal holiday, ami 
certainly detrimental to the teachings 
of our youthful lessens in patriotism 
and respect for those wbolefttlie grand- 
est heritage on earth for them and theirs 
to enjoy for all time to come. 


If it is an accusation of disloyalty to 


ask people to refrain from iield and 
athletic sports on that day, then the 
committee must plead guilty to the 
charge, but in our opinion no such con- 
struction can be placed upon that no- 
tice. To all good citizens Memorial Day 
should beheld sacred, for it is the day 
upon which » grateful people prepare to 
decorate the graves of our" nation's pa- 
triotic dead, and to commemorate their 
valorous and heroic deeds in time of 
their country's greatest peril. And in 
no wav can gratitude for what the old 
soldier has done for his couiHry and for 
you individually, by leaving you a free 
and united country, be better shown 
than by joining the Grand Army of the 
Republic in its public &crvicesal Mount- 
ain View '•emetery uver the graves of its 
departed comrades.
